

Parallel Parking Now In Effect 
On Main Street 


Sanitary Conditions of Town 
Much Improved; Rev. W. E„ 
Brown Offers Town A Tree; Pro¬ 
claim June 2 as “Shut-Ins’ Day.” 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. Pre¬ 
sent Mayor Aboussafy, Councillors 
Cox, Dutil, Jenkins, Ramsay and 
Wilson. 

Jimmy Evans was present to ask 
council’s consideration towards im¬ 
provement of the intersection be¬ 
tween his premises and the Com¬ 
munity hall. He was assured that 
this particular job was on this 
year’s works’ program. He asked 
that a concrete sidewalk be placed 
along the west side of his property 
the same as that done at the Em¬ 
pire hotel. He was informed that 
the Empire hotel had paid for this 
particular sidewalk and that should 
he wish to enter into a contract 
with the town on the same basis as 
the hotel the sidewalk would be put 
down. No decision was reached. 

Proper parking of the Greyhound 
busses on main street was discussed 
and it was mutually agreed that 
Mr. Evans would advise the drivers 
on the proper method of parking in 
Coleman as desired by council. 

Tony Lycka was present at coun¬ 
cil’s request. He owes the town a 
bill of approximately $2,000 and up 
to the present has done very little 
to pay it off. His account still in¬ 
creases monthly at the rate of $30. 
The period of this debt covers 1940 
to the present time. He has failed 
to pay his taxes and failed to pay 
the upkeep of two children in a 
provincial home. 

He told council that he was just 
prepared to pay his taxes and only 
a certain amount of them. He re¬ 
fused to consider payment of the 
children’s upkeep. As the discussion 
progressed, in which town solicitor 
Bannan took part, Lycka dared the 
council to take him again into court. 
Mayor Aboussafy told him that un¬ 
less he paid the account with 
monthly installments the council 
would have no alternative but to 
accept the dare and take 'him in 
front of a judge. The discussion 
closed with Lycka being asked to 
meet Mr. Bannan in the latter’s 
office on Tuesday afternoon and 
come to some financial arrangement 
towards the paying of the account. 

It was agreed that henceforth no 
$1 cheques will be issued to the 
firefighters. Council is anxious to 
build a permanent firefighting unit 
and persons who just come once and 
then fail to return are serving no 
useful purpose to the town’s fire¬ 
fighting force and it is felt that it 
is just $1 thrown away. In future 
only cheques for a $3 minimum will 
be issued in every two months’ 
period. The principal stipulation is 
that a firefighter must attend at 


least three practices in a two 
months’ period to receive his cheque. 
Exceptions will be made for illness. 

The MHO’s report was received. 

It was revealed that there were still 
a few cases of measles in town. Two 
new cases of VD had been dis¬ 
covered. The general sanitation sur¬ 
vey had shown an active improve¬ 
ment in the town’s sanitary con¬ 
dition. Householders had co-oper¬ 
ated well in “Cean-Up Week” by 
cleaning their yards and back 
alleys. The restaurants were found 
to be quite satisfactory. 

A letter from Edson, Alberta, 
from the “Shut-Ins" association was 
received urging the council’s sup¬ 
port in proclaiming Sunday, June 2, 
“Shut-Ins” Day and one of special 
observance. Council agreed to issue 
a proclamation and have it pub¬ 
lished in The Journal. 

Rev. and Mrs. W. E. Brown are 
scheduled to leave Coleman on June 
3. A pine tree nearby the Prank 
Graham residence has died and is 
about to be taken out of the ground. 
In order to mark their stay in Cole¬ 
man Rev. Brown has asked council’s 
permission to be allowed to replace 
the old one, council to determine 
the kind of tree which Rev. Brown 
specified should be a good one. 
Council accepted Rev. Brown’s kind 
offer and will order a tree, Douglas 
Fir being mentioned. 

Mayor Aboussafy was congratu¬ 
lated by council on his attempt to 
beautify the front of his home by 
planting several trees. Councillor 
Wilson advocated that a drive be 
started in 1947 to interest citizens 
to plant trees in front of their 
premises and also that Arbor Day 
be revived in Coleman. 

The by-law which made parallel 
parking on main street compulsory 
was given third reading. The paral- 

main street starting just as soon as 
one turns the bluff at the east end 
of main street right to the Excel 
building. Notices will be printed 
advising motorists to park parallel. 
The sidestreets will be improved as 
rapidly as possible in order to bet¬ 
ter accommodate the overflow 
traffic from main street. 

The Relief Committee was au¬ 
thorized to investigate Mrs. Depu- 
taks claim for wood and coal. 

It was agreed that during the 
months of June, July, August and 
September only one meeting a 
month will be held. 

Councillor Cox brought to coun¬ 
cil’s attention that two cell cots had 
neither mattresses nor blankets. He 
was authorized to get the necessary 
mattresses and two blankets. 

The Jim Ewing residence on 
Second street has been given a new 
shingling job.

THEIR GLORY SHALL NEVER FADE 



Above is an artist’s drawing of 
the proposed memorial. It will be 
15 feet high and the width of the 
base on the front face, 10 feet. The 
inscription tablet as shown will be 
of marble, and will be held in high 
relief by the granite-like mass of 
stone on which it is placed. Not 
shown on the drawing will be two 
bronze plaques which will be in¬ 
serted on either of the sides, bear¬ 
ing the names of the fallen. A 
cement walk will be laid surround¬ 
ing the monument as well as 
cement walks leading from the gate 
of the park and around the park. 

The citizens of Coleman will be 
proud of such a memorial, after one 
or two years, when shrubbery has 
had a chance to fill out the picture, 
our memorial park will be a 
beautiful spot, and an everlasting 
tribute to the sons of Coleman who 
offered their lives on the altar of 
freedom. 

In order to have the inscription 
meet with the wishes of as many 
people as possible, the Committee 
send in their ideas of the dedication 


inscription. What would you like to 
have inscribed on the marble plate 
on the face of the cenotaph? The 
Committee feels that this is impor¬ 
tant. The monument will stand for 
hundreds of years, no one can fore¬ 
tell how long, to remind posterity 
of the terrible ordeals through 
which the free peoples of the world! 
passed during the years of the first' 
and second Great Wars, and to pre¬ 
sent to the people of those future 
ages the names of those heros who 
laid down their lives in order to 
preserve that freedom. 

So long as a man is not forgot¬ 
ten he is still alive—let us remem¬ 
ber this—let us carve the names of 
our fallen in stone, so that in truth 
they shall always live in the minds 
of those who follow after them— 
to insure that “Their Glory Shall 
Never Fade.”

Southern Alberta To Be Given 

Two Locals Daily; No. 12 To 

Pass Through Here At 5:11 a.m. 

The Journal has secured a CPR 
train schedule which it ha s been 
assured is the official schedule 
which will be released shortly. 

The WEST BOUND No. 11 train 
will arrive in Coleman at 1:55 a.m. 
which is 30 minutes later than at 
the present time. It connects with 
the Vancouver to Calgary train and 
will bring Vancouver passengers to 
the Pass towns 24 hours earlier 
than the previous schedule. 

The EAST BOUND No. 12 train 
will arrive in Coleman at 5:11 a.m. 
A local No. 681 will arrive in Cole¬ 
man from the east at 1:15 noon 
coming from Medicine Hat and will 
continue on to Yahk where it will 
connect with the Spokane trains. It 
will be everyday but Sunday. 

A local No. 682 will arrive from 
the west at 2:35 p.m. and will con¬ 
nect with trains at Lethbridge, Cal¬ 
gary and Medicine Hat. Daily with 
the exception of Sundays.

The experts’ proposals, and a 
United States resolution whose adop¬ 
tion would block Albania’s immediate 
effort toward membership in the UN, 
come up for debate in the council | 
here. 

In the new section of 34 rules for 
adoption by the council the commit¬ 
tee of experts on procedure proposed 
that the UN's peacekeeping arm 
should meet privately whenever it 
desired and also adopt a classifica¬ 
tion of information along military 
intelligence lines.

MECHANIZE MINING 


An experiment is now under way 
at Acadia Coal Co. mines to deter¬ 
mine whether mechanization can 
boost Nova Scotia’s sagging pro¬ 
duction. Acadia, subsidary of Nova 
Scotia Steel & Coal Co. (Dosco) is 
using the water-filled McBean vein 
for its first try. Capital backing for 
the project came $730,000 from the 
Dominion government and $200,000 
from Dominion Steel & Coal Co., 
reports The Financial Post. 

Plan now is to pump out the 
McBean mine, install mechanical 
loaders at the working face to load 
the coal onto electrical conveyors. 
If successful, the new equipment 
will likely mark the end of pick and 
shovel mining in Nova Scotia. But 
mining men claim that to get wide¬ 
spread acceptance the interiors of 
coal mines will have to be enlarged 
to accommodate the equipment. 
Right now some mines are so 
heavily timbered that it is claimed 
miners have difficulty wielding 
picks. 

Important from a company 
standpoint is the increased per man 
output. In Nova Scotia now pro¬ 
duction averages 1.6 tons a day per 
man while the average U.S. miner 
turns out six tons. And while 
mining officials say it is an impos¬ 
sible hope for Nova Scotia to ever 
reach the U. S. producton rate they 
expect mechanization will trim ex¬ 
penses enough to make mining a 
more profitable undertaking.

Pass Fish And 
Game Assoc. To 
Have Busy Year 

A meeting of the executives of 
all clubs of the above Association 
was held in Bellevue on Sunday, 
April 28, at 8 p.m. 

A full two hours was taken up on 
debate and discussion on the con¬ 
dition of our streams-as to the de¬ 
pleted fish population. It was fully 
agreed by all present that it was no 
use putting young fish into waters 
that were open for fishing. Hence it 
was decided to place the bulk of 
fry or fingerlings received this 
year in the river between Coleman 
and Crows Nest Lake and close this 
section to all fishing this year. 

Smaller portions to be placed at 
other points lower down the Pass. 
Such points to be examined and if 
found suitable to be stocked. 

Revealing that something very 
drastic will have to be done to con¬ 
serve fish at this time, it was de¬ 
cided to try and have all waters 
north of the Gap on the North Fork 
River closed on the fifteenth day of 
September, to all fishing 

This would be one month earlier 
than the usual dosing date. At. 
this season of the year the fish pop¬ 
ulation, that is left in this area, are 
heading up to the headwaters, 
where they will remain during the 
winter, and then spawn there in the 
spring. During the last month of 
the fishing season those fish, when 
they gather in the larger holes in 
our lower headwaters, are very 
easy to catch, leaving nothing in 
that area for the following year. 
This is the reason for the above 
request to close this area. 

The Rearing Ponds were fully 
gon e into and all angles of this pro¬ 
ject were thrashed out. It was de¬ 
cided to go ahead with same. 
Promise had been made to some 
members of the Association that 
they would be given the use of a 
Drag Line to do this work, and had 
this been received it would have 
greatly cut down the cost of con¬ 
struction. However this help was 
withdrawn at the last minute, so 
that the committee in charge will 
have to look elsewhere for a cater¬ 
pillar to tear out the bottoms and 
line up the dams of these pools. 

The distribution of young pheas¬ 
ants was next dealt with, and all 
arrangements for transportation to 
the Pass and then out into the 
ground where they are to be lib-

Q. What is a normal pulse? 

A. This depends on the sex, age 
and mental make-up of the patient. 
It is more rapid in the young, in 
the nervous and in women. In 
young adult life it should be be¬ 
tween 70 and 85 beats per minute 
after one-half hour of mental and 
physical rest. 

Q. What causes a rapid pulse? 

A. Poisons absorbed from disease 
affect the heart, causing it to beat 
faster, or there may be rapid 
breathing due to the extent of the 
disease, which would cause a fast 
pulse. Other causes may be emo¬ 
tional disturbances, gastric disturb¬ 
ances, exercise, heat, etc. 

Q. What is meant by the physical 
signs of TB ? 

A. The physical signs of tuber¬ 
culosis are those which are heard 
by thumping the ehest and listening 
through the stethoscope, or such 
deviations from normal as may be 
detected by inspection of the pa¬ 
tient, especially his chest. 

Q. What is meant by clinical 
signs of TB? 

A. The clinical signs may, in ad¬ 
dition to the physical signs which 
are heard on thumping the chest 
and listening .through the stetho¬ 
scope, etc., include the symptoms 
that the patient has or had, the 
result of X-ray examination, etc.

MIETTE HOT SPRINGS POPU¬ 
LAR CAMPING PLACE 

Miette Hot Springs in Jasper Na¬ 
tional Park, Alberta, is one of the 
most popular camping places in the 
Canadian Rockies. Whether it is be¬ 
cause of the lure of the Hot Mineral 
Baths or because of its superb 
scenic setting, this campground 
seems to have a special appeal to 
those who like to spend a vacation 
under canvas. It is 39 miles from 
the town of Jasper and is accessible 
to motorists by a good road linked 
with the Jasper-Edmonton highway 
at Pocahontas. It has been equipped 
by the National Parks Administra¬ 


tion with kitchens, tables, benches, 
stoves, water supply, electric lghts, 
and modem sanitary facilities. Ad¬ 
ditional improvements to this camp¬ 
site are under consideration and 
will be executed as the need for 
more accommodation arises. 

Other similarly equipped camp¬ 
sites in Jasper National Park are 
Cottonwood Creek Auto Camp and 
Patricia Lake Auto Camp, both 
within a few miles of Jasper town. 
All of these campsites are divided 
into lots approximately 25 by 40 
feet, allowing ample space for each 
car. Visitors are able to enjoy some 
modem conveniences such as elec¬ 
tric lights and running water and 
at the same time satisfy that natur¬ 
al desire to live out of doors in the 
summer time. The stores in Jasper 
town are well stocked with supplies, 
so that campers, except those ar¬ 
riving late in the evening or on 
Sunday, have no need to worry 
about the food problem; besides, 
restaurants in Jasper are open at 
all hours. Campers should, however, 
bring along with them a tent or a 
cabin trailer, cooking utensils, 
blankets and camp cots. If they are 
travelling in the spring or late sum- 
they should also have with 


them some warm outing clothes, be¬ 
cause the nights are cool in the 
mountains at that time of year. 

In addition to these campsites 
there are three equipped picnic 
grounds located at Athabaska Falls 
20 miles south of Jasper, Jonas 
Creek 48 miles south of Jasper, and 
Columbia Ice Fields 67 miles south 
of Jasper along the famous Banff- 
Jasper Highway. They are equipped 
with open air kitchens, stoves, 
tables, benches, open air fireplaces 
and sanitary facilities. 

The campsites in Jasper and 
other national parks in Canada are 
likely to be used to capacity this 
summer if the forecasts for the 
1946 tourist season prove accurate. 
For those who are unable to obtain 
hotel or bungalow accommodation 
a camping holiday may make the 
difference between vacationing in 
the mountains this year or waiting 
for the summer of 1947 to realize 
their long cherished hope. For those 
who prefer to spend their vacation 
under canvas the campgrounds in 
Canada’s national parks will always 
have a special appeal because of 
their unique settings and the care 
with which they are administered.

Lord Halifax Endeared Himself To 
People Of United States 

Retiring after five strenuous years 
in wartime Washington, Lord Hali¬ 
fax can look back upon a diplomatic 
mission as notable as that of Rt. 
Hon. James Bryce, of whom it was 
said that he knew the American con¬ 
stitution better than any American. 
Lord Halifax knows America .better 
than ninety-nine per cent, of its 
population because he has personally 
visited each of the forty-eight states. 

The ambassador is about to retire 
from public life. The war brought 
him and his family tragic bereave¬ 
ment and he has had a long term of 
service to the state. He has held 
many high offices in British Cabinets; 
He has been Viceroy of India, where, 
with Mahatma Gandhi, a man like 
himself, of profound moral and re¬ 
ligious convictions, he sought under¬ 
standing so that the vast peninsula’s 
political aspirations might be met. 
He was Foreign Minister at the time 
of Munich and finally ambassador at 
Washington where he had to live 
down the odium • hich the Munich 
pact had created against him. 

How successfully he followed In 
Lord Lothian’s steps is evident from 
the appreciation accorded him in the 
United States press this week. A 
typical comment is — “He leaves 
Washington with the respect and ad¬ 
miration of all in the government 
and with the record of a hard task 
brilliantly performed for his own peo¬ 
ple. He has shown us that the typi¬ 
cal Englishman is not too dissimilar 
from the typical American, holding 
the same fears, the same high hopes 
and basically the same loyalties to 
the same principles and standards.’’ 

Lord Halifax himself put the paral¬ 
lel even better. “We want,’’ he said, 
"the same things in the end."—Ot¬ 
tawa Citizen.

Spread Out Sowings

July. During the first warm weeks I ‘ 
of spring practically every human | 1 
being has the urge to get out and dig. j ‘ 
! He rushes to the nearest seed store, 
j gets supplies and is liable to put in 
J a whole lot of things which should 
never be planted until the soil and 
air warm up permanently. 

When this course has been fol¬ 
lowed there are usually heavy losses, 
losses mainly of wasted labor. Some 
things like peas, grass seed and a 
1 few of the other hardier flowers and 
j vegetables don’t mind quite a lot 
of cold and wet, but with the great 
majority of plants this is not the 
case. Many vegetables especially 
must be grown quickly if they are to 
be tender and crisp, and there is 
j nothing to be gained by rushing the 
j season. 

I This too-early planting, also, has 
another disadvantage. Usually all 
seed or space is used up too soon and 
even if weather is favorable the re¬ 
sult is too many vegetables ready for 
the table in July, not nearly enough 
coming along in August and Septem¬ 
ber. The experienced gardener never 
makes that mistake. He will always 
divide his seed into at least three 
parts, risking the first a little ahead 
of the regular planting time, putting 
in the second about the normal time 
and saving the last until at least two 
to three weeks after that. With a bit 
of luck this will give him a continu¬ 
ous supply of the very freshest vege¬ 
tables right through the season. 

Cultivation Important 

Cultivation in June will kill weeds 
which might become really trouble¬ 
some in July, and it will break up 
soil which would bake hard and be 
impossible to work after the sun 
really turns warm. If the lawn is 
kept regularly mown in June, at least 
once a week in the moist parts of . 
Canada, then we will really have 
something worth taking the neigh¬ 
bors out to see later on. The old 
warning of a stitch in time saving 
nine really holds good for gardening 
too and especially so with such jobs 
as weeding, cultivating and thinning 
and, last but not least, for protective 
steps against disease or pests. 

It is wise, say the professionals, 
to have some ready prepared dust or 
spray materials handy. These should 
be used at the first sign of damage. 
Indeed with some things like pota¬ 
toes regular dusting or spraying in 
advance of the hugs is strongly 
recommended.
